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For Pennsylvania hill-and-lake country driller: 


Resorts and Suburbs 


RITZ Brothers of Honesdale is one 

of northeastern Pennsylvania’s 
most sales-minded and efficient drill- 
ing firms. The business is owned and 
operated by veteran driller George 
Fritz, who founded the firm in the 
1930's in partnership with his late 
brother Henry. Even though his 
brother left the firm in 1937 to move 
to New York state, George has always 
kept the trade name of Fritz Brothers, 
mostly out of sentiment. 

Henry, who had a lot of previous 
drilling experience, was the guiding 
expert in those formative years. Work- 
ing as his helper, George learned the 
trade. 

Today the Fritz territory usually 
covers an area within a 50-mile radius 
of Honesdale; occasionally he takes a 
more distant job in southern New 
York state. 


His customers are offered a com- 
plete water system in a package deal 
that includes well drilling, pump in- 
stallation and electrical connections. 
The contracting organization is backed 
up by an extensive setup for handling 
well repairs of all kinds and equip- 
ment servicing. 

This combination of services adds 
up to a lot of small problems and 
plenty hard work for Fritz and his 
crew of nine men, but it has develop- 
ed a successful business. The fact that 
Fritz’s reputation for fair dealing is 
as sound as a $20 gold coin hasn't hurt 
his business volume, either. 

The ability of Fritz’s men to pro- 
duce water is well known and ap- 
preciated throughout his territory — 
something in which he justly takes 
pride. “Pick any good vantage point 
in the Honesdale area,” he said, “it's

a good bet that we can stand there 
and point to a place where we put in 
a well. For instance take a two mile 
stretch of route 90 west of Honesdale 
—we got the well business of 12 out 
of 13 homes that have been built 
along the road there. 

“Competition is pretty rough here,” 
Fritz declared, “and it takes a good 
reputation for us to stay in business.” 
The competition itself is pretty efh- 
cient, probably because five of the six 
main competitors in Fritz’s area are 
graduates from his employment. Only 
one of these rival contractors got his 
training elsewhere. 

Rural residential wells and farm 
wells make up about 90% of his drill- 
ing jobs, Fritz estimates. The remain- 
ing 10% are commercial wells for 
dairies, hotels and motels, and an oc- 
casional air conditioning well. Al- 
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Fritz’s 20-W drills on the site of a new ranch style home on Lake Constance 


near Hawley, Pa. 


though all of the rural wells are five 
or six inchers, Fritz has drilled wells 
as large as 10-in. diameter. Holes 
range in depth from 100 to 800 feet, 
with the majority of them finishing 
at about 150. 

Fritz attributes a good chunk of 
well sales to a recent influx of retired 
couples, many of whom are from 
metropolitan areas like New York 
City, into the Honesdale area. Vaca- 
tioners and a vast tide of commuters 
swelling in on weekends also augment 
the population. 

The hill-and-lake country around 
Honesdale lies between two of the 
East Coast’s most famous resort areas. 
On the south is the famous Pocono 
Mountains scenic region of Pennsy]l- 
vania; to the north across the Dela- 
ware River in upper New York state 
is the heavily touristed Catskill moun- 
tain range. The wilderness land 
around Honesdale has its claim to 
beauty, too. It has its own mountains 
—the Moosic range, a chain of rugged 
hills not quite as high as the Poconos 
or Catskills, but fully as appealing 
for outdoor sports and relaxation. 

Broad wooded valleys extend as far

as the eye can see and are speckled 
with ponds and lakes of varying sizes. 
At Hawley south of Honesdale is the 
largest man-made lake in the state. 
Lake Wallenpaupack, created by the 
damming of a creek for hydro-electric 
power, is more than 10 miles long 
and covers over 5,000 acres. Its shore- 
line is very irregular. Motor boating, 
camping, swimming, hunting and fish- 
ing are all available. 

Housing developments are mush- 
rooming at many of these lake sites, 
especially the small secluded bodies 
of water where people can take ad- 
vantage of this quiet country to live 
and relax. 

As the homesites are sold, there 
will be new drilling jobs which will 
last over the years. Fritz estimates 
that in three local projects where he 
has sales contacts, there will be some 
50 new homes requiring well drill- 
ing and pump installation. 

At the present time Fritz owns two 
Bucyrus-Erie 22-Ws; two Keystone 
55 Stardrills; and one 20-W. To keep 
these five rigs running and to handle 
service calls simultaneously, the firm 
has a fleet of trucks that includes a 
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Dodge Power Wagon; two Ford 
panel trucks; a Dodge stake body 
truck; and a Ford station wagon. 

When The Driller paid a call on 
the Fritz enterprise recently, a rather 
unusual job was going. A 22-W rig 
was drilling a 5-in. diameter well to 
supply water for a stable of harness 
racing horses. Located two miles 
north of Carbondale, Pa., the stable 
is known as Finch Hill Stock Farm. 

Tom Gillen, owner of the place, is 
expanding his brood of mares so that 
he will have to feed 27 horses in the 
near future. This makes a plentiful 
supply of water a prime necessity. 
Gillen is a well-known coal stripper 
and road contractor in the Carbon- 
dale area. Raising these thorough- 
bred race horses is a new side line for 
him—one he intends to make profit- 
able. 

Lady Flamingo, a five-year-old prize 
mare and a trotter with a record of 


running the mile in 2:02, graces the 
front cover of this issue. 

On the job was a 22-W run by 
operator Ken Tyler. Starting the hole 


at 5-in. diameter, he had drilled 
down around 50 feet. Water was ex- 
pected anywhere from 150 to 200 
feet. The 22-W was mounted on a 


Navy surplus 6x6 truck and was 
powered by an International U-164 
engine burning propane gas. Attached 
to the drill frame was a cylinder con- 
taining 100 pounds of gas, or enough 
to last approximately four eight-hour 
working days. 

There was an unusually large oc- 
currence of underground boulders on 
the well site next to the barn. At the 
shallow depth where Tyler was work- 
ing, the drill bit seemed to be at the 
edge of a sizable boulder several feet 
in diameter. 

When George Fritz arrived to in- 
spect the job, Ken Tyler reported the 
obstruction in the hole. Fritz imme- 
diately made plans for shooting the 
hole. First move was to inform the 
property owner and get him to take 
the prize stock out to a remote pasture 
during the shot. 

A foolproof blasting technique has 
been worked out by Fritz during his 
many years of experience. It works 
this way: 

A piece of flat sucker rod salvaged 
from a large mechanical pump is the 
instrument to which explosive charge 
is attached. A half-dozen sticks of 
40% gelatin dynamite are taped in 
clusters of three, two feet apart on 
the sucker rod. A Hercules electric 
blasting cap is wired to a long length 
of Primacord detonating fuse, and is 
inserted into a cluster of sticks. Then 
the sucker rod is lowered into the hole 
and the cap is set off with an electric 
blasting machine. 

“The method is perfectly safe,” 
Fritz said. “Its only undesirable effects 
are a muffled noise and some mud 
splattering.” 

“We've never had trouble with fir-

ing,” he said, “because the electric 


blasting cap and fuse are practically 
foolproof. They are the same kind 


used in the coal mines near here.” 

Fritz expected to hit gray or blue 
shale water-bearing formations at 
about 150 feet. A 5-in. well is gen- 
erally good for 10 to 15 gpm in this 
rock, 

Simultaneously with this farm-type 
well, four residential wells were also 
being drilled by Fritz’s men. The 
Bucyrus-Erie 20-W, which is the 
smallest and oldest rig Fritz owns, 
was working on the picturesque 
shore of Lake Constance where a 
number of upper-price ranch style 
homes were under construction on 
large wooded lots. The 20-W is five 
years old and has produced over 
30,000 feet of hole in its life so far. 

The residential well being drilled 
there was 6-in. diameter to about the 
50-ft. level where a fairly consolidat- 
ed rock formation was encountered. 
Six-inch diameter casing was installed

up to this point. Then the hole was 
continued at 5-in. diameter. From 
previous work he did nearby, Fritz 
expected to hit water at 120 feet. The 
20-W rig was putting down 20 feet 
of hard rock hole per eight-hour day. 

Because rock ledges are very close 
to the surface, home-owners get a 
break on casing costs. Most wells have 
to be cased only a short distance 
usually around 40 feet below surface. 

Running the 20-W was Timmy 
O'Connell, Fritz’s oldest operator who 
has been with him since 1948. 

With five rigs, Fritz has been able 
to average about 200 to 250 wells per 
year while drilling in limestone, slate, 
shale and sandstone. He employs 
seven to nine men depending on the 
season. Gerald, his oldest son, oper- 
ates a rig three-quarters of the time 
and is a salesman the remainder. In 
summer, two Other sons tend the drill- 
ing lines on his machines. His entire 
family consists of thirteen children 
five boys and eight girls—plus his 
wife Mildred. Ages of the children 
range from five to 25 years old. Three 
of the children are married and there 
are three grandchildren. The Fritz 
residence is big enough to accommo- 
date all the Fritz children living at 
home because it’s a big rambling place 
with 10 rooms and two baths. 

Fritz’s son Charles, a graduate of 
the School of Commerce and Finance 
at Villanova University, serves as 
office manager and company ac- 
countant. 

Deepest well Fritz ever drilled was 
an 840-ft. large-diameter hole for a 
children’s camp at Tyler Hill lake. It 
was drilled 8 inches to 650 feet, and 
6 inches the rest of the way. One of 
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the pair of 22-Ws was used on this 
job as they are on all 8-in. work. 
Drilling cable on the 22-W’s bull 
reel was changed from 34 to ¥%-in., 
even though the 34 line is normally 
used on the big jobs. The slimmer 
rope gave extra spooling capacity. 
According to Fritz, ground forma- 
tions in the area are pretty consistent 
although no one formation can be 
guaranteed to produce water all the 
time. Underneath overburden of clay, 
sand and gravel are red shale, blue 
shale and brown and gray sandstone. 
The blue shale is generally a depend- 
able water producer, but occasionally 
drilling has to be carried down to the 
gray sandstone which is an unfailing 
source of supply. The only trouble is 
wells that bottom in the gray rock 
often go down to 500 to 700-ft. com- 
pletion depths. The gray rock itself 
is exceptionally hard to penetrate. It 
yields stubbornly at the rate of four 
or five feet per bit sharpening. 
Luckily all the local formations are 
not as tough to drill as gray rock. One 


of the Fritz rigs recently put down 
155 feet of 6-in. hole in very soft 
blue shale in slightly less than 12 
hours work. 

Over the long haul, each drilling 
rig can be depended on to put down 
about 5,000 feet of hole per year. 

The company is active through 
winter except for a few sub-zero spells 
that make drilling unproductive. “We 
feel we're doing good if three rigs 
are running during the winter,” Fritz 
said. “That gives us a chance to over- 
haul the others. All the machines are 
serviced in our own shop during this 
period. They are rebuilt and repaint- 
ed as needed.” 

All five rigs are powered by pro- 
pane gas. “It’s my opinion that you 
have a lot more power with propane,” 
Fritz claims. 

Operations of the firm are quarter- 
ed in two buildings. The main unit 
is a 40 x 80-ft. shop located behind 
the Fritz residence on Cliff Street in 
Honesdale. The other is an old ware- 
house on Delaware Street where cable

and plastic pipe are stored. The firm 
is a distributor for Pimar plastic pipe 
made in Erie, and Hazard wire rope 
made in nearby Wilkes-Barre. 

In the stockroom of the shop build- 
ing is a complete line of spare motors 
and pumps ranging from the average 
home’s 14 to 34-hp pump to special- 
purpose 5-hp equipment. Fritz han- 
dles both jet and submersible pumps. 
He is a Meyers dealer and a Jacuzzi 
distributor. 

“I usually recommend jet pumps 
to customers because all water bear- 
ing strata in our territory produce an 
abrasive water,’ he said. “We don't 
need and don’t handle well screens 
since all our wells are rock-pure and 
are cased through granular or broken 
formations.” 


Sells Drilling Supplies 

The list of well parts and supplies 
stocked and sold to drilling contrac- 
tors include sets of jars, stems, casing, 
well seals, seal tips, shoes and sockets. 

At 51, George Fritz no longer finds 
time to do drilling. He keeps busy 
from dawn to dusk handling sales 
work and making progress checks on 
jobs. 

There are exceptions, though, when 
one of his men is sick or away for a 
few days. Then Fritz takes over the 
machine controls just to keep in prac- 
tice. He hasn’t run a rig on a steady 
basis for several years. 

Usual practice for him is to make 
job inspections early in the morning. 
Later in the day he follows through 
on pump business contacts and drill- 
ing leads. 

Fritz obtains new business through 
personal solicitation; display ads in 
local newspapers; classified advertise- 
ments in the Honesdale and other 
local community telephone director- 


ies; and an occasional radio spot an- 
nouncement. 

Personal contacts accumulated over 
a quarter of a century are actually the 
main means of keeping the business 
alive. “When you travel about the 
same area for 25 years,” mused Fritz, 
“people get to know you pretty well.” 

Although Fritz is a persistent and 
determined fellow, he disclaims a 
100% record of success in hitting 
water in every hole. “We give every- 
thing we have first, then give up and 
move to another site,’ he stated. 

George Fritz firmly believes that 
any driller should join both the state 
and national associations of his indus- 
try. He belongs to the Pennsylvania 
and the New York state associations, 
and the National Water Well Asso- 
ciation. He is a charter member of 
the Pennsylvania association and a 
former vice president. He has been in 
the New York group about four years, 
and in the NWWA about eight. He 
feels that such participation is the 
driller’s one strong, positive means of 
raising industry standards. 


Active Civic Leader 

Taking active part in community 
life is a means of promoting good 
will that a few drillers occasionally 
neglect. Despite the long hours de- 
manded by his business, Fritz is a very 
active civic leader. He belongs to the 
Honesdale Chamber of Commerce 
and is a long-time member of its 
roads-and-streets committee. He is 
also a member of a local volunteer 
fire company, and is a willing worker 
in local church activities. 

Fritz regards the time these outside 
interests require as well-spent. It’s his 
way of acknowledging the esteem and 
confidence the name Fritz Brothers 
generates in his home town.

py OCRRAEPING is harder work than 

drilling,” declares Harold F. Kear- 
ney of Four Lakes Well Drilling Co., 
Madison, Wis. “But my partner takes 
care of all that.” 

Kearney’s partner insists that the 
drilling is really the hard part of 
running the contracting business. “All 
I do is the paper work and errands.” 

Kearney’s hard working partner 
who helps him make a success of the 
Four Lakes Well Drilling Co. is Mrs. 
Irene Kearney, the driller’s charming 
and talented wife. And the business 
partnership they have formed is not 
just a legal formality for the sake of 
the internal revenue department. Mrs. 
Kearney serves not only as bookkeep- 
er, but also as advertising manager, 
salesman, buyer and administrator. 
In fact she does everything but help 
with the drilling—and she used to do 
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that too when the firm was first start- 
ing out. 

Harold Kearney learned the drill- 
ing business from his uncle, Henry 
(Red) Armbricht, during eight years 
of employment with Armbricht. In 
1943 Kearney started his own water 
well contracting firm on a shoestring. 
His first rig was a rebuilt Austin ma- 
chine with a wooden derrick and 
frame. To make ends meet he took 
a second shift job in a machine shop 
and drilled for about four hours a 
day. 

As soon as he was able, he went 
into the drilling business full time 
and ordered a new machine, a Bucy- 
rus-Erie 21-W. But Kearney had to 
wait until the Bucyrus-Erie plant was 
reconverted from manufacturing mili- 
tary goods to its usual peace time 
products. Then there was a big back- 





log of orders to be filled, and it was 
1947 when Kearney finally received 
his new rig. 

During the three years that he had 
to wait for the 21-W Kearney’s drill- 
ing business saw some tough sledding. 
There was plenty of work to be done, 
but much valuable time was spent 
patching up the old rig and keeping 
it running. It was during this period 
that Irene Kearney occasionally served 
as her husband’s helper around the 
rig when extra assistance was needed. 

Working long hours Kearney was 
able to complete about 15 to 20 wells 
a year during these years. 

Even while helping with the drill- 
ing, Irene Kearney started to look 
after all the administrative details of 
the Four Lakes Co. She took the 
company’s books right out to the job, 


and when she was not busy with other 
things she worked on the accounting 
and billing. 

Mrs. Kearney soon found that she 
had talent, as well as some training, 
for this important function. After the 
new drilling rig arrived the firm’s 
annual footage doubled, and a full 
time helper was put on the payroll. 
Mrs. Kearney continued to take care 
of all the various administrative tasks 
so that Kearney rarely had to leave the 
rig during working hours. 

With the help of a professional 
accountant, Mrs. Kearney has set up 
a simple, unified bookkeeping system 
for Four Lakes. The system combines 
cash, sales and check journals for each 
month’s operations on a single bal- 
ance sheet which can be compared 
with the firm’s monthly bank state- 
ment to verify accuracy. 

Other portions of the system in- 
clude running records of current ex- 
penses and income and a job-by-job 
entry showing depth, materials used 
and record of payment for each new 
well. 

In her role as advertising manager, 
Mrs. Kearney has tried various media 
and settled on advertising in the yel- 
low pages of telephone directories as 
the best buy. So she has Four Lakes 
listed in no less than 10 phone books 
that cover Madison and 12 suburbs 
and nearby farm communities. 

“About one-fourth of our customers 
pick us out of one of these phone 
books without ever having heard of 
Four Lakes Well Drilling before,” 
Mrs. Kearney estimated. “The other 
three-fourths of our business comes 
from our former customers or people 
they referred to us. A good reputa-

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tion is still the most important ad- 
vertisement.” 

In addition to advertising and book- 
keeping, Mrs. Kearney’s miscellaneous 
duties include ordering supplies and 
keeping an inventory of what’s on 
hand, taking water samples to the 
state health board in Madison, taking 
telephone calls from customers and 
prospective customers, and collecting 
unpaid bills. 

Another of her current projects, 
which she feels will help business, is 
making arrangements for loans to 
prospective customers. On this under- 
taking she is planning to use a new 
time payment plan sponsored by Bak- 
er Manufacturing Co., makers of 
Monitor water systems. 

The Four Lakes firm is a family 
enterprise, and its staff now includes 
a second generation—two “junior 
partners,’ the Kearneys’ daughter 
Louise, 20, who helps her mother, 
and Louise’s husband, Bernard G. 
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Irene Kearney and 
her daughter take 
inventory of casing 
on hand. 


Rivers, 23, who has become Kearney’s 
helper on the rig. 

The distaff side of the firm pro- 
vides one additional service that, to 
the men, is one of the most important. 
They make daily visits to the drilling 
locations with malted milks during 
the hot weather, and hot coffee when 
the weather is cold. This little “fringe 
benefit” helps make a tough hole a 
whole lot easier, according to Kearney 
and Rivers. 

The Kearney firm serves an area 
surrounding the four major lakes in 
the Madison area that give the city 
its nickname. Wells are usually fin- 
ished in sandstone at an average depth 
of 125 feet. Formations encountered 
usually include about 30 feet of clay 
or sand overburden, hardpan, and al- 
most 100 feet of soft sandstone before 
firm sandstone is reached. Boulders 
are fairly common around Madison, 
but usually they can be drilled or 
shot. Occasionally, perhaps three or

four times a year, massive boulders are 
encountered that force Kearney to 
move over and try again. 

Boulders gave Kearney his toughest 
task when they forced him to move 
four times to complete a single well 
near Fish Lake, Wis. Shooting was 
ruled out on this contract because the 
well was too close to buildings, so a 
total of 120 feet of hole was wasted. 
On the fifth try a well was completed 
at 182 feet. 

Kearney has modified his 13 year 
old machine by adding seven feet to 
its derrick to handle longer tool 
strings, and adding a power driven 
derrick hoist. With these changes, 
and with good, thorough routine lu- 
brication and maintenance, the 21-W 
has produced about 5,000 feet of hole 
a year for Kearney with no major 
overhaul or rebuilding job. 

The 21-W is currently mounted on 
a 1949 Chevrolet truck. A Continen- 


tal engine powers the rig. 


PTO also drives winch. 


Visible in truck cab is Bernard Rivers. 


A big time-saver in Kearney’s op- 
erations is his 1955 Ford C-600 cab- 
over-engine service truck that carries 
everything he needs to operate and 
maintain his drill. A power take-off 
on the Ford turns a 300-amp P & H 
welder and also powers a double 
winch drum. The winch has proved 
its worth on many occasions by drag- 
ging the 21-W in and out of drilling 
locations when the ground is soft and 
wet. 

Also aboard the service truck are 
a water tank, acetylene welding gear, 
well casing and other assorted supplies 
and equipment. 

Kearney uses Macwhyte wire rope 
on the 21-W. Holes are cased with 
Youngstown or National casing which 
is bought in carload lots whenever 
possible. Bits are hardsurfaced with 
No. 388 Airco rod. Hardsurfacing is 
often done while the bits are right 
on the tool string.

Drilling is a year round activity 
for Kearney and his family firm, and 
only the very coldest days of the 
winter keep him from his rig. A fuel 
oil salamander and plenty of hot cof- 
fee help the driller fight off the frigid 
Wisconsin winter.

rapid advance of the Madison muni- 
cipal water system into the outlying 
areas of the fast growing city. Most 
of his wells were for new suburban 
homes ten years ago, but now resi- 
dential wells account for only about 
half of his work. Farm wells make 
up about 35% of his drilling, and the 
remaining 15% are chiefly industrial 
wells. 

Despite the encroachment of the 
city water system into his territory, 
Kearney sees a bright future for his 
drilling business in the long range 
outlook. 

But to find out how he’s doing from 
day to day and month to month, he 
has to ask his partner. 
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H. R. Bethel Drilling Company’s 60-L 
is shown on location of water well job 
in the oil-rich Permian Basin of Texas. 





OWARD BETHEL was dead. 
It happened the way those things 
usually do. 

He was happy at lunch time. Busi- 
ness had picked up a little. A rush call 
had come in to send one of the rigs out 
to an oilfield location. Only a month 
ago, the doctors had given Howard 
Bethel a clean bill of health. Now in 
mid-afternoon, just three days before 
Christmas, Ida Bethel knew the numb- 
ing shock would take her a long time 
to realize fully. 

Howard Bethel was dead. 

It had been mercifully swift. He’d 
pushed hard to get the rig out of the 
yard, because most of Howard Bethel’s 
drilling was for as fine a group of 
customers as you'll find anywhere: the 
oil companies around Odessa, Tex. 
One of the things he’d always done 


walked heavily to the office at Per- 
mian Scales. 

He made a vague motion toward 
his heart with the hands which had 
pulled some of the toughest jobs in 
Texas out of the fire. When his hand 
dropped, well, it was that quick. 

After a few days of unbelief had 
passed, Ida Bethel sat in the familiar 
office at Permian Scales, out on West 
Van Street in Odessa, where she'd 
worked with her husband all those 
years. What could she do? It was 
tough enough to face what she had to 
face. But how could she run a drilling 
business? 

The big oil companies: Humble, 
Shell, Phillips, Texas Co., Mobil Oil 
Co.; they were business organizations. 
Because he'd been so conscientious, 
they'd given Howard their water-well

work, to develop drill mud. In the 
old days drill camps had needed water, 
too. Once in a while he'd even tackle 
surface hole work, so that the big ro- 
taries could start making hole swiftly 
when they got on the job. Much 
depended on the small churn drills, to 
keep these big rotary jobs on schedule. 
Could these companies trust a woman 
to meet drilling schedules with good 
drill performance, as good a Howard 
had done it? It seemed unlikely, 
And how about H. V. Barnes, as 
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fine a driller as you'd ever find any- 
where? For 12 years Barnes had been 
with H. R. Bethel Co. He’d put down 
a lot of tough ones, including a 1,300- 
ft. water well near Odessa, another 
|,100-footer in Roswell, N.M. Barnes 
was 58 then, the same age as Howard 
had been. Just when the time had 
come for him to put a little some- 
thing by, and take it a bit easier, 
this had hit him, too. And she knew 
it hit him hard. 

Ida Bethel added these things up in 
her mind. She pondered the fact that 
now she had a boy and a girl in col- 
lege. She relived, for just a few mo- 
ments, the fine traditions of craftsman- 
ship, the very essence of personal 
responsibility, which had always char- 
acterized her husband’s approach to 
his drilling business. Then she acted. 

Swift fingers flew over the office 
typewriter keys as the letters took 
form. To all the oil companies they'd 
drilled for these letters were addressed. 
In a day or two, a cross section of 
head superintendents throughout the

Permian Basin received what she had 
written. 

“This is a letter of intent,” it said 
in effect. “It's my hope, with the help 
and cooperation of Mr. Barnes, whom 
you know, to carry on this business the 
way Howard always did. We need 
your continuing business, and will try 
always to deserve it. But we want 
you to know that we would like to 
continue doing the job as Howard 
would have done it.” 

H. V. Barnes is a time-roughened, 
weatherbeaten man. He’s fought bad 
jobs. He’s had the toughest of oil 
company superintendents down _ his 
neck, at times, when a job was rush- 
ing and the rigs worked all night. But 
he was unprepared for what hap- 
pened when he made a few calls to 
follow up on Ida’s letters. 

At Andrews, at Monahans, and at 
McCamey and Odessa and the other 
oil towns of the Permian Basin, 
Barnes made the rounds of superin- 
tendents’ offices. In office after office, 
he heard the words, spoken with the 
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gentleness one finds only in the 
South, “Tell that courageous little lady 
not to worry. And don’t you worry 
either. You people have done a won- 
derful job for us. We'll keep those 
rigs just as busy as we can.” 

Today the Permian Basin is as 
quiet as it’s been in a long time. Look 
across the oil-rich fields, and you see 
one pump working; five idle. Try to 
roust a job driving truck for one of 
the service companies; you'll wait a 
week before you go out on a short 
job. The companies have curtailed 
production for their own protection. 
Today they’re pumping good wells 
only nine days a month. Soon it'll 
go down to eight. 

And yet, there’s still some work to 
do. The companies, through their su- 
perintendents, have made their word 
good. There’s a wildcat to drill, so a 
water well must be provided first. 
There’s a pump to set, so a rig can 
be rented by the hour. Not one of the 


dozens of superintendents defaulted 
on his word. 
Neither has Ida Bethel. Neither has 


H. V. Barnes. We watched him set 
a pump on a water well he’d drilled 
to 209 feet. He didn’t have to, but 
he ran the threads on the pump shaft 
before he made up the joints. He 
didn’t have to, but he replaced a cou- 
ple of worn bearings which might 
give trouble. He didn’t have to, but 
he showed a new sense of dedication 
you couldn’t miss. He did the job as 
Howard Bethel would have done it. 

You couldn’t miss the feeling, 
either, when oil-company representa- 
tives drove up to see how things were 
going. 

“We'll get started tonight,” Barnes 


Ida Bethel has been able to continue 
her husband's firm because his work in- 
spired the loyalty of all his customers. 
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promised. So they had the 60-L 
spudded in at 11 p.m. 

“We'll push ‘er all we can,” Barnes 
had said. So they set the well down 
on gray lime, after driving through 
the first sand from 95 to 115 feet, and 
battling hard rock to 125; then get- 
ting more water in a sand from 125 
through 205. 

They went through the hard rock 
to get the second sand. They needed 
its water. And in the bantering way 
smart oil men have, it showed. So 
did years and years and years of 
Howard Bethel’s honesty. You couldn't 
miss it. What is happening now is 
just what was planned in the mind 
and heart of one of the finest well 
drillers anywhere. He set it up for 
people who would follow. 

For quality; dedication; service — 
these are the things which bring 
repeat business. Nothing else. 

Howard Bethel knew.

US Water Needs 
To Increase 70% 


The water needs of the United 
States will total approximately 500 
billion gallons daily in 1980, an in- 
crease of nearly 70 percent over the 
present level, according to a study 
published by the Water and Sewerage 
Industry and Utilities Division, Busi- 
ness and Defense Services Administra- 
tion, U.S. Department of Commerce. 

The study — “Water Use in the 
United States, 1900-1980” — shows 
that the overall water supply will be 
ample for the nation’s needs 20 years 
hence, but there will be shortage areas, 
such as presently exist, and in in- 
stances, this condition may be wors- 
ened. 

The data were assembled from sev-

eral government sources, and they up- 
date statistics that go back to the turn 
of the century. 

The projections in the report run 
from 1958, when estimated daily 
water use was around 299 billion gal- 
lons. The anticipated 1980 figure is 
494 billion gallons. This is based on 
an estimated population — excluding 
Alaska and Hawaii— of 230.8 mil- 
lion in 20 years. 

The study stresses the water re- 
sources problem of the nation as a 
whole, and says effective joint plan- 
ning by all levels of government is 
needed to provide for future require- 
ments. The cost of water in shortage 
areas will have a decided effect on 
economic growth, the study amplifies.

Chilean Earthquakes 
Noted in US Wells 


Seismic waves traveling through 
the earth’s crust from the recent catas- 
trophic Chilean earthquakes were re- 
corded in water wells throughout 
much of the United States and ad- 
jacent areas, the Geological Survey, 
U.S. Department of the Interior, re- 
ported. 

According to data analyzed so far, 
the shocks caused water levels to 
fluctuate in wells in Hawaii, Puerto 
Rico, and the continental United 
States from Florida to Wisconsin. 

Although the effects of the Chilean 
earthquakes on wells in the United 
States were not as pronounced as those 
of the Montana earthquake of Au- 
gust 1959, the fluctuations in Hawai- 
ian wells were of similar magnitude. 

At least 10 wells on Oahu Island, 
Hawaii, are known to have fluctuated 
a foot or more as a result of the 
Chilean quakes. Some wells were af- 
fected by the tidal wave that came 
later.
